I decided to get some data on the New Mexico 7.290 MHZ get 
together and the results were exactly as expected. To stations that I had 
propogation to heard me fine but commented I was not as strong as usual. I 
was not heard by a mobile in Trinidad CO, or by 2 stations in Albq. 
But I was 59 in Taos and TorC and local station and a small town 150 miles 
from me. 


The test proves that on a day when A=22 which is weird 
propogation, a QRP signal works just fine. 


I called wbicpd on 14.040 MHz and he came right back. He was 
running 50 watts, I 5 from the Argo. We had heavy QSB and Jerry's signal 
varied from s2 to over s9! But Jerry copied me fine and we had a Nice 30 
minute QSO. Jerry had a 3 element beam up 35 feet, I a 6 element up 60 
feet.

Some time ago, I saw some postings about a small ATU for a half wave endfed. 
Would like a schematic and values for 30 meters. I recently built a SW-30+ 
that I intend to operate portable at campsites, and any antenna 
recommendations would be helpful. Thinking of something along the lines of a 
1/4 wave - 1/2 wave endfed wire against ground. I know that as you exceed 
1/4 wavelength, the feed impedance increases, which is a plus for portable 
use, as it will tolerate a lossier ground. 


I have recently gotten back into QRP operation after about 10 years. In the 
past, I've only operated from home with a centerfed dipole. Since I know 
many of you operate portable, I figured I would ask for some advice here. 
Since I'm only interested in 30 meters, a homebrew unit would be just fine as 
I want to keep this on a budget if I can.

I find it always good practice to verify the secure protocol as well. Mouser 
has a 56 bit encryption key issued from RSA/Verisign which is one of the 
most trusted issuers of secure certificates. Interestingly enough they have 
pre-paid their certificate up to 2010. That my friend costs some serious 
cash. Highly unlikely that a company would spend that amount of money to be 
unreliable. 


I myself use a browser capable of 128 bit encryption and lots of sites will 
take advantage of this. However, 56 bit is extremely secure and should not 
worry you a bit.

Here is what I use for a half-wavelength antenna on 20m: 
http://www. geocities.com/aa5tb/coupler.html 


I have had one for 30m but I'll have to see exactly what I used. For 20m 
(see schematic on Web), my secondary coil is constructed of 14 turns of 22 
AWG enameled wire wound on a FT-82-63 toroid and the primary consists of 2 
turns of 22 AWG wire. I am using a Mitsumi Polyvaricon (transistor radio 
tuning capacitor) with a value of about 20 to 60 pF in parallel with the 
secondary coil. For 30m you'll need about 16 turns on the secondary if I 
remember correctly. The capacitor should tune the system to resonance about 
midway through its tuning range and the number of turns on the primary 
should be adjusted for lowest SWR when about a 5k ohm / 5W resistor is 
connected from across the secondary or when the unit is attached to the 1/2 
wavelength antenna. 


The main thing is that the secondary coil and tuning capacitor need to 
resonant on the band of choice and the primary should be adjusted to provide 
the proper step-up ratio. 


A simple L-network will get you there too, especially if the antenna's 
length is something other then 1/2 wavelength.

OK, I've done this several times. 
Consider. The width of a dit is T. 


A dit consists of 2T elements -- the dit and the element space. 
A dah consists of 4T elements -- the dah and the element space. 
A character space is an additional 2T elements. 

A word space is an additional 6T elements. 


So, for CW, the key word for testing speed is "PARIS " (note the trailing 
Space.) This word has the correct number of elements to be considered a 
basic CW word. 


That's 50 total elements to send "PARIS " 


So, let S be the speed in WPM. Since 1 WPM would be the speed to send 50 
elements in one minute, this would be a period of 50/60 or .83333 per 
second. 


Now, a dit is actually two elements, so divide that by 2 = 25/60 or 
.41667 per second. 


We have to invert this to come up with a dits/per second to WPM: 


That's 2.4. So, if you can send 1 dit per second, that's 2.4 wpm. 10 dits 
per second is 24 wpm.

I tried using the choke coil method Jerry suggested for isolating the end 
of a halfwave. It takes a lot of turns to get enough inductance, about 3X 
the number you'd use at the feedpoint of a center-fed dipole. This isa 
lot of coax. So, now I match with a tapped LC resonant circuit at the end 
of the half-wave antenna. It takes up less room and I can adjust it for 
1:1 at the antenna. One end of the parallel LC ckt is connected to the 
coax shield the other to the antenna. The center of the coax is tapped 
down the coil (about 1/5 above ground) for 50 ohm match. I don't find I 
need any additional ground connection, but use a ground rod for safety. 

This is not broadbanded of course, but you could build a small QRP 
version. ( the antenna is for 80 meters )

The NC-20 is a very nice radio. The VFO is quite stable ... not as solid 
as a synthesized rig, but typically will drift a couple hundred cycles over 
the first 15 minutes or so of powering on. With the double regulation mod 
it has no chirp and is quite tolerant of power supply variations. 


On HF, virtually any radio will have more sensitivity than you can use, and 
the NC-20 is no different in this respect. It's more than capable of 
hearing the noise floor. 


The NC-20 is one of the few low cost radios that doesn't use an SA602 for 
the first mixer, and it shows. It is far more tolerant of strong nearby 
Signals than any radio of the breed, and it visibly outperforms the K-1 in 
this respect. The price you pay is in receive current ... the NC-20's 150ma 
receive current is among the highest around. This isn't the most 
backpack-friendly radio you can find! 


The NC-20 includes a TiCK keyer. Until I got my K-1 I didn't realize how 
much of a problem this was. It's fairly messy to change speeds, and you 
really can't do it during a QSO. Although you can replace the TiCK-1 with a 
TiCK-4 with 2 memories, the memories really aren't all that useful. In the 
heat of battle it's hard to use them without making a mistake. However, the 
nonvolatile parameter storage of the TiCK-4 is a big win compared to the 
stock TiCK-1. 


The AFA is something you like or not. I find it very pleasant to never have 
to look at the radio. It tells you the frequency when you stop tuning, and 
if you forget, you just push the button. The downside is that the 
resolution is only 1KHz. Some people prefer a display. 


It's unfortunate that Red Hot is having so much trouble getting these things 
out the door. It certainly stands above any of the other radios in the 
price class, but you need to be awfully lucky to find one.

Recent queries on IDing parts, what the specs mean, etc. brings to mind that 
we have not mentioned in a year, that the best thing a ham can do is get on 
a bunch of mailing lists for component catalogs. The web is a great tool 
for this now. We formerly had to rely on trade magazines, which are free 


professional magazines that advertise components for the various 
specialties, like RF Design, Electronics Products, (which is great for 
keeping up with new components of all kinds), and others. Most of these 
have web pages now as well. If you work for an electronics co. they want 
you as a subscriber. If you are a designer of occasional projects, 
inventor, or consultant, they want you. Who knows who might invent 
something like PSK 31, and cause a need for new hardware? I have been a 
kind of catalog library over the years to my company, and have mentored many 
student engineers with them showing them what the practical caps are for 
particular applications, etc. 


Get catalogs like Mouser, Allied , Newark, Digikey to get an overview of all 
components. Then get specialty catalogs of box vendors like Bud, and 
Hammond, and get cap catalogs like Cornell Dublier, Kemet, and the various 
off shore vendors of many components like Pihar, (Europe). Most 
import/export worldwide now. 


The best search engine for technical stuff I have is <google.com> It has 
never let me down. Very focused as it uses others to get you better focused 
hits. 


Get a whole bookcase for catalogs and back issues of ham magazines, and you 
will have good resources for that next project or general knowledge.

I've been busting up some cordless phones to play around with the IF 
strips. The latest adventure involves a Sony single channel base unit 
board which I have heavily depopulated except for the MC3361 chip, its 
associated circuitry and the dual op-amp chip which functions as a noise 
sensing filter for driving the squelch and as an audio amp. I removed 
the 49.2??? MHz crystal (whatever it was, I can't recall) and popped ina 
10.245 MHz crystal so that the input pin can then be fed from a 10.7 MHz 
upstream IF. The 3361 further mixes the crystal osc and IF to get a 
second IF of 455 kHz and then is limited and demodulated. 


Last night I hacked in a volume control and a modification to use the 
squelch switch to mute the audio. There was no RF input to the board. 
I've been feeding it for testing from the 10.7 MHz IF of a broadcast FM 
IF strip. Before I could do this I happened to touch the input pin with 
my finger and out popped a signal nice and loud. It was a broadcast 
about Vietnam and Ho Chi Minh. It was a little crackly and not too clear 
but my standard receiver confirmed that it was a station on 9795 kHz 
(the other side of the xtal osc £). Lo and Behold! there is the Voice 

of Vietnam on 9795 kHz:
